This will Le one of the three most severe storm periods of 
the m onth. 
Coming so closely after the preceding severe dis­ 
turbance. it will seem to be. a part, and a continuance of it. The 
great nigh thm perature wave will continue with only small va­ 
riations. :rom about is to 25 and following this disturbance will 
come the first, but only a short, .-light, relict, from the u:.u*u- 
aliy long and torrid spell a* drv and biting weather. 
I am not expecting much relief from this great hot wave 
before the .ast day* of Augu*t and all the good feature ab :u t it 
that may be hoped for is that the drouth and heat will m ature 
the corn and save it from the September £ro*ts. 
About A ugust 17. the cool wave is expected to be on Me­ 
ridian 90, reaching the A tlantic coast about two days later. The 
cool wave of 21 will scarcely be worthy of note. 
The A ugust 
26 cool wave will be on Meridian 90 at that date. 
About Sep­ 
tember 5 and 12 and 21 the cool waves will be on Meridian 90 
moving eastward at rate of about 500 miles a day. 
Each of 
these three cool waves will probably bring northern frosts but 
the first two will be too far north to do damage and wilt proba­ 
bly remain north of the spring wheat line. 
But look out for 
that of September 21. 
T hat will be a critical date for late corn 
and unless crop-weather hurries that crop to m aturity much 
damage will come with that frost wave. 
From August is to 27 will be the most critical crop-weather 
period of the summer. 
I expect the Texas drouth to extend 
northeastw ard into the principal corn growing sections along 
and west of the Mississippi river. 
T hat ten days will determ ine 
the 1907 cora crop. 
I am expecting the tem peratures aud evaporation to reach a 
very high point on Meridian 90 near September 1, after which 
a rapid fall in tem peratures, with increased rainfall, will con­ 
tinue till near September 21. 
Remember that these weather 
events move eastward at the rate of 400 or 500 miles a day. 
I 
give the date for Meridian 90 and you can easily calculate the 
time I expect them to reach your locality. 
In next bulletin will appear general forecasts of September 
crop-weather with more particular reference to frosts in northern 
sections and cotton crop-weather in the south. 
I am not inclined 
to encourage planters to hope for much higher prices for cotton. 
W hen these bulletins took up the cause of the planters, less than 
two years ago, cotton was selling at less than 7 cents and if the 
influence of these bulletins could be known I believe it would 
reveal a saving of millions to the planters.

cents higher than it was ?ix m onths ago when I advised to hold 
for 60 cents.
